pany. and "from 1920 "to 1926 was 
vice" president. 
Within a few years after coming 


to Nebraska he started a hardware 
store at Bennct. Just prior to the 
outbreak of the Spanish-American 
war he sold this. 
Joined Guard As Private. 


Colonel Bratt was always inter- 
ested and actite in military affairs. 
His father. Peter John Bratt, was a 
graduate of the Swedish military 
academy, later resigning his com- 
mission and coming to America. 
Colonel Bratt joined the Nebraska 
national guard upon its organiza- 
tion in 1881 as a private, and served 
continuously in the First regiment 
as private, sergeant, lieutenant, 
captain and lieutenant-colonel, and 
in 1890 was elected colonel. When 
war with Spain was declared, he 
tendered the services of his regi- 
ment to the president, was accepted, 
and mustered into the United States 
service. May 10, 1898. and ordered 
to report to San Francisco with his 
regiment for duty in the Philip- 
pines. 
The regiment was the first volun- 
teer organization ever to cross the 
Rocky mountains, and the first to 
establish camp at Camp Merritt, 
San Francisco. Ordered to Manila 
as a part of General Greene's 
brigade, the regiment sailed from 
San Francisco with the second ex- 
pedition on the troop ship Senator, 
June 15. 1898. He served with his 
regiment during the investment of 
Manila, July 20 to August 13, and 
led his regiment in the assault on 
Manila, August 13. After the fall 
of Manila he was assigned to com- 
mand the districtof Binondo in new 
Manila. On October 8, having been 
found incapacitated from active 
service in the Philippines by a 
board of medical officers, by reason 
of sickness, he was relieved from 
command at his own request, or- 
dered home, and discharged. 
The First Nebraska was first at 
the gates of the walled city of 
Manila and, it is believed, raised 
the first American flag in the city. 
This flag was given to Colonel Bratt 
by the commanding general. It was 
later presented by Colonel Bratt to 
William Lewis Camp of the United 
Spanish War Veterans and is now 
in the relic collection at the state 
capitol. Colonel Bratt also served 
on the sfaff of Oovprnors Holcomb 
and Thaver.

He had been prominently identi- 


fied with veterans organizations, be- 
ing a member of the United Span- 
ish War veterans and of the Ser- 
geant 
Richard L. Harris Post No. 
131. Veterans of Foreign Wars. He 
had belonged to the Nebraska na- 
tional guards from 1880 to 1898, en- 
listing as a private and working up 
to tho rank of rolnnpl 


With the national guards he was 
on duty at the industrial strike in 
Omaha in 1882. the Sioux Indian 
war in 1890 and 1891 and the Span- 
ish American war. He was colonel of 
the First Nebraska volunteers from 
May 10 to December 12, 1898. He 
was in charge of the 
regiment 
which saw service before Manila 
July 17 to August 13, 1898, including 
the attacks of the Spanish garrison 
on the American trenches and the 
capture of Manila. He was com- 
mandant of the Binonda district of 


I Manila from August 13 to October 
18. 1898. He was given an honorable 
! discharge oecause of illness. 
He was born Feb. 9, 1856 at 
Neponset, 111. May 6. 1885 he mar- 
ried Mary Elizabeth Roggenkamp at 
Bennet.

HARBIN. Manchuria, April 25— 


(^>>_The Sungari river, principal 
inland waterway in north Man- 
churia, has become the storm cen- 
ter of a bitter controversy between 
the Nanking government and Mos- 
cow. 


Russia 
wants to navigate 
the 
stream under the same protection 
that other foreign powers now en- 
joy on the Yangtse river in China 
proper. Nanking is opposed on the 
grounds that sooner or later all 
foreign rights to navigate Chinas 
inland waters will be abolished 
along with the much talked of ex- 
tra territoriallty. 


River Important Economically. 
Aside from various issues which 
have arisen as a result of Russia's 
return to power in the administra- 
tion of the Chinese Eastern railway, 
the question is perhaps one of the 
most important 
now" confronting 
Manchunan government officials. 


The Sungari river plays a most 
important part in the economic life 
of north Manchuria. There has 
been an enormous increase of cul- 
tivation along its banks and in its 
valley. Hundreds of thousands from 
the central provinces of China 
have built home in the region and 
are endeavoring to develop it. There 
are thousand of fertile acres still 
available. 


Russia Greatly Interested. 


Russia is just as interested in 
developing the country as the Chi- 
nese since the Sungari joins 
the 


Amur river, which 
forms part of 
the Manchurian 
and 
Siberian 


boundary line- 
To reach a seaport, products from 
north Manchuria must be taken 
down the Sungari and then by the 
Amur to Nikolaievsk at the mouth 
of the latter stream. Here the 
Manchurian farmer will be provid- 
ed with a wrold contact enabling 
him to export his products to all 
ports in China and to foreign mar- 
kets. 


Kept On Chinese Side. 


At present Chinese vessels are 
permitted to ply only on the Chi- 
nese side of the Amur and then no 
farther 
than 
Habarosk, 
where 
the stream ceases to be a part of 
the boundary. 


The Russians 
have taken the 
stand that if China is not willing to 
permit them the use of the Sun- 
gari, they are in a position to halt 
development in north 
Manchuria 
refusing to grant the Chinese per- 


mission 
to navigate the. lower 


Amur. 


Fear Prussian Penetration. 


China has taken the same posi- 


tion against the Russians in this 
respect that she has agalnt.t all 
foreigners. 
She is afinld 
that if 
she does not compromise the Rus- 
sians will gain a stronger hold In 
Manchuria than they have at pres- 
ent. Manchunan authorities point 
to the Chinese Eastern railway dis- 
pute as an example of their troubles 
with the Soviets.

Colonel Bratt joined the Neb raska 
national gu ard u pon its organisa­ 
tion in 1881 as a private, and .served 
continu ou .sly in the First regiment 
as 
private, 
sergeant 
lieu tenant, 
raptain and lieu tenant-colonel. and 
ill 1890 was elected colonel. When 
war with Spain was declared, he 
tendered the .services of his regi­ 
ment to the president, was accepted, 
and mu stered Into the United States 
service. May 10, 1898. and ordered 
to report to San Francisco with his 
regiment for du ty in the Philip­ 
pines, 
The regiment was the first volu n­ 
teer organization ever to cross the 
Rocky mou ntains, and the first to 
e.stab llsh camp at Camp Merritt, 
San Francisco.

cism of Speaker Longworth. That is a. breach of 
"congressional courtesy." It is perfectly proper for 
congressmen to shoot at everyone else but they must 
abstain from pummelling each other in harsh and 
brutal fashion. Now Speaker Longworth sees in Mr. 
Curtis' ruling a hidden desire to even old scores. He 
might be justified in viewing it in such a light be- 
cause no love exists between the vice-president and 
Senator Norris. Curtis and the Nebraskan were at 
swords point through the entire period that the vice- 
president served"in the senate and as a part of the 
administration certainly he has not relished tbe 
bitter attacks which Senator Norris has been making 
on pet proposals of the Hoover administration. 


Speaker Longworth served notice Thursday that 


Vice-President Curtis' action would not pass un- 
noticed. Just what he meant by that has not been 
disclosed but it is his position that if members of 
the two branches of congress are permitted to der 
nounce each other, ill feeling is very likely to be 
engendered, and as a result legislation will be de- 
layed. What is needed is greater delicacy and a 
larger sense of sensibility. We fear the American 
legislator has neglected to cultivate that faculty-for 
ironical and satirical but polite expression. 
This 


rough and ready style of debate is out of place in a 
civilized community and the habit of telling of a few, 
simple truths, in plain, understandable English, is 
greatly to be deplored. From henceforth it should 
be one of the first requisites of eligibility for con- 
gressional honors that one should be able to speak 
softly and sweetly. 
, Of course there is reason to all things but the bru- 
tal truth is that Speaker Longworth's attitude with 
reference to the "lame duck" legislation which was 
at the b'ottom of the discussion constitutes one of 
the most reprehensible chapters of legislative history 
written in Washington. The bill passed the senate 
on three different occasions. It was in response to 
public sentiment in a country which had advanced 
beyond the transportation and communication limits 
of the colonial era. Speaker Longworth through the 
simple device of failing to refer the bill to a com- 
mittee so it could be put on the calendar and re- 
ferred to the floor of the lower house effectually 
chloroformed it. 
And because he obstinately em- 


ployed these tactics, the business of the nation is 
held up for months after election, and men who have 
been repudiated by their constituency are still per- 
mitted to occupy their seats in congress. 
, 


Vice-President Curtis may have made many mis- 


takes but he performed a splendid job in permitting 
the spotlight to be turned upon the real culprit in 
the failure to correct the lamentable conditions of a 
"lame duck" congress. 


But it is upon such little thihgs as this that the 


fate of nations depend, men attain failure and suc- 
cess in public life, and the government which con- 
trols Ve destinies of more than a hundred million 
people, is decided.

FINDING MILLIONS OP JOBS. 


Secretary of Commerce Lament has come to the 


conclusion, according to a dispatch from Washing- 
ton, that the making to order of jobs, for the pur- 
pose of relieving unemployment situations, is a very 
difficult thing to do. Following' the conference of 
President Hoover with industrial and transportation 
magnates from all over the country, many people 
were led to believe that building and other improve- 
ments were to begin over night in every section of 
the land, and that within a week no man would be 
out of a job who really cared to have one. 


Manifestly such a change in the situation was 


utterly impossible, and there are thousands of men 
who were hunting work at the time of the confer- 
ence who are still doing the same thing. There is 
every reason to believe, however, that billions of 
dollars are to be expended in construction and im- 
provements during the coming year, and that within 
a few months the distress which has existed for so 
long will have been to a very great extent relieved. 


But hi the meantime there has been, is now and 


will be for some time, intense and widespread suf- 
fering. Just how such situations can be avoided is 
one of the most vital problems confronting econ- 
omists and others interested in public affairs. 
In 


this later day nothing is local. A thing that affects 
one part of the-country has a reaction of greater or 
lesser importance in every section, so the instru- 
ment of relief must be of tremendous power. 


It is readily apparent that any force which is to 


be felt in every part of the nation cannot be put in 
motion in a day or a week and this is more truly 
the case if the force is governmental in character. 
There is so muchi.red tape; so many processes and 
provisions, and so many "checks and balances": 
there are so many different persons who must push 
buttons and pull levers before the machine is started, 
that the man who waits upon it to bring him bread 
is in great danger of starving to death.

What are your views on the 


statement of Sir Arthur Keith that 
a man should live only forty-five 
to fifty years, and after that the 
younger generation should be given 
a chance? 


ANSWER 


Sir Arthur's statement was prob- 


ably limited by various qualifica- 
tions. His position is contradicted 
by numerous instances of those who 
have reached the period of life's 
greatest usefulness after fifty years 
of age. That is the season of ma- 
turity when a man should be at his 
best, with hig powers and his judg- 
ment matured, balanced and sound. 
In this connection, consider the 
present justices of the United States 
Supreme court, all of whom are far 
past Sir Arthur's theoretical age 
limit. Yet even in the various 
learned professions the fatal ten- 
dency to regard youth as the pass- 
port to preference has recently 
manifested itself. 
The late Dr. J. Stanley Hall, in 
his volume "Senescence: the Last 
Half of Life," after analyzing the 
situation you mention, arrives at 
the following conclusion: "Atforty 
old age is in its infancy; the fifties 
are it-s- boyhood; the sixties its 
youth, and at seventy it attains its 
meant to do his best work before 
majority. Modern man was not 
he was forty, but is by nature, and 
is becoming more so, an afternoon 
and evening worker." It must be 
said, however, that in the industrial 
world, where physical ability and 
endurance are primary considera- 
tions, the odds are generally against 
men and women after fitfy. 


At the same time I enter a heart- 
felt plea against the mania for 
youth preference, not only in in- 
dustrial but in nearly all other 
realms of activity. Surely an equal- 
ization is sorely needed at this stage 
jf intellectual and economic sta- 
bility is to be maintained. We can- 
not profitably cast off men and 
women who have attained, an ex- 
perience beyond value for their var- 
ious callings. If we persist in this 
blind and wasteful habit and sup- 
plant consideration with buoyancy, 
or reflective power with mere as- 
surance, we shall endanger our 
largest enterprises for want of ideas 
competent to direct them.

"He lacks gray matter" crystal- 


lizes the belief that brain and men- 
tality are inseparable. Now comes 
Dr. Steinach with striking evidence 
that the belief is justified. 
Dr. Steinach is on the track of 
an unknown hormone, one of those 
complex compounds which are se- 
creted by the thyroid, pituitary and 
c-t-^ier glands, and which, after 
coursing through tiie blood, control 
and influence every bodily function. 
His recent researches conducted 
with brain extract are astonishing.

To catch flies the 
frogs must be hungry, alera, agile 
and extremely skillful. After hav- 
ing been injected with brain hor- 
mone, their fly-catching ability was 
sometimes increased 300 per cent.

Of course there is reason to all things but the bru­ 
tal truth is that Speaker Longworth’s attitude with 
reference to the "lame duck’’ legislation which was 
at the bottom of the discussion constitutes one of 
the most reprehensible chapters of legislative history 
written in Wa.shlngton. 
The bill passed the senate 
on three different occasions. It was In response to 
public sentiment in a country which had advanced 
beyond the transportation and communication limits 
of the colonial era. Speaker Longworth through the 
simple device of failing to refer the bill to a com­ 
mittee so it could be put on the calendar and re­ 
ferred to the floor of the lower house effectually 
chloroformed it. 
And because he obstinately em­ 
ployed these tactics, the buslnes.s of the nation is 
held up for mouths after election, and men who have 
been repudiated by their constituency are still per­ 
mitted to occupy their seats in congress. 
Vice-President Curtis may have made many mis­ 
takes but he performed a splendid Job in permitting 
the spotlight to be turned upon the real culprit In 
the failure to correct the lamentable conditions of a 
"lame duck ” congress. 
But it is upon such little thlhgs as this that the 
fate of nations depend, men attain failure and suc­ 
cess in public life, and the government which con­ 
trols SiC destinies of more than a hundred million 
people, is decided. 


STATE’S REGULATORY POWER UPHELD. 
What may prove to be one of the most momentous 
developments In American Jurisprudence during the 
twentieth century, Involving as it does a vital prin­ 
ciple of government, is the indicated attitude of the 
United States Supreme court in a cem from North 
Dakota where the power of the state railroad com­ 
mission to fix rates of common carriers for hauls 
within the state 
1» being contested by railrc» d 
companies. 
The commission last year ordered a reduction In 
freight rates and the carriers, following the usual 
procedure, went into the federal court and obtained 
^n Injunction to ¡Mrevent It from putting the lowered 
schedule into effect. The writ of restraint was Issued 
as a matter of course, inasmuch as it has been the 
regular practice of federal tribunals for the last thirty 
or forty years to grant such injunetlons In rate cases, 
pending thetr final determination. 
The Washington high bench, however, seems to be 
growing tired of having a multitude of such rate 
injunction cases continually coming before It. Appar­ 
ently the Supreme Judges have come to the con­ 
clusion tiiat it might be Just as well to permit those 
agencies which w’ere created for the specific purpose 
of regulating the rates and services of carriers to per­ 
form that function. 
In the case from North Dakota, counsel for the 
state advanced the contention that under federal 
laws the only body having authority to set aside 
rates fix ed by state commissicms is the interstate 
commerce commission. 
Further, he declared, that 
commission cannot suspend or interfere with a state- 
made rate unless it be shown, upon hearing, to result 
in discrimination against interstate commerce. 
Interrupting him at this point, Chief Justice 
Hughes said the court agreed with his contentions 
as to ratemaklng jurisdiction and that it was not 
necessary to prolong the argument. The case was 
then continued to give attorney» for the railroads 
a chance to look up and present any Judicial authori­ 
ties they may be able to find to the contrary. 
The attitude of the judges is taken to mean that 
the injunction issued by the tower federal court wiU 
be set aside and the ratee fix ed by the state railroad 
commtaaion will go into effect, unless the transporta­ 
tion companies can convince the Interstate commerce 
commission that these rates are prejudicial to the 


President Hoover with industrial and transportation 
magnates from all over the country, many people 
were led to believe that building and other improve­ 
ments were to begin over night In every section of 
the land, and that within a week no man would be 
out of a Job who really cared to have one. 
Manifestly suoh a change in the situation was 
utterly impo.ssible. and there are thousands of men 
who were hunting work at the time of the confer­ 
ence who are still doing the same thing. 
'There is 
every reason to believe, however, that billions of 
dollars are to be ex pended in construction and Im­ 
provements during the coming year, and that within 
a few months the distress which has ex isted for so 
long will have been to a very great ex tent relieved. 
But In the meantime there has been. Is now and 
will be for some time, intense and widespread suf­ 
fering. 
Just how such situations can be avoided is 
one of the most vital problems confronting econ- 
omLsts and others Interested in public affairs. 
In 
this later day nothing is local. A thing that affects 
one part of the'country has a reaction of greater or 
lesser Importance in every section, so the instru­ 
ment of relief must be of tremendous power. 
It is readily apparent that any force which la to 
be felt in every part of the nation cannot be put In 
motion in a day or a week and this Is more truly 
the case if the force is governm^tal In character. 
There is so much, red tape; so many processes and 
provisions, and so many “ checks and balances” ; 
there are so many different perscms who must push 
buttons and pull levers before the machine is started, 
that the man who waits upon It to bring him bread 
is in great danger of starving to death. 
Business will without doubt pick up and there will 
be plenty of w<Mrk—some day. But In the meantime 
the man who is out of a Job is having a hard time 
of it and Secretary Lamont realizes it. He says that 
his department has been working on plans for cut­ 
ting red tape and doing otlMsr things which every­ 
body knows should have been done long ago. which 
is cheering news. 
■ The lesson of it all is that every big Job requires 
time, and that of providing work for four or five 
million men is about as big a (me as was ever tackled.

He is roptred to haye proved 
incapable of being tamed and to 
have died within a few weeks after 
capture. Whether such a creature 
actually ex isted is of course a mat­ 
ter of proof. 
But regardless of that you do not 
have to go to the wilds of India or 
of Plndus to find how tow human 
beings can sink 4n the scale of de­ 
gradation. The riiud which settles 
at the bottom of every civilization 
contains creatures of so utterly 
abandoned a type as almost to defy 
description. Those who know the 
wretched flotsam of the Liverpool 
and London d(x :ks or of the worst 
slums of American cities can tes­ 
tify to the truth of the foregoing 
statement. Many a man born In 
good circumstances and receiving 
educational advantages has passed 
from these into what was literally 
a living death.

THE TREASURE OF THE LUTINE FRIGATE. 


All through the literature of this 


historic treasure, the vessel is re- 
ferred to as the Lutine frigate. Why 
it isn't called the frigate Lutine. I 
don't know. In the old days it was 
quite usual to speak of vessels in 
this way, giving the class of ship 
first, and then the name. As we 
might say the Olympia cruiser, the 
T*viathan liner, or the S-51 sub- 
siai'ine. The style has stuck to the 
Hutine. In all correspondence ond 
»rders regarding her, she is still 
called the Lutine frigate. 
' 


She was originally an Algerine pi- 
rate vessel. She was captured oy 
the French and christened La Lutine. 
Then in a war between England and 
France, she was taken by the Eng- 
lish. She was incorporated into the 
English navy, name and all. She 
was equipped with thirty-two brass 
guns, and saw some service against 
her former owners, the French. 


On October 9, 1799, the Lutine set 
out from Yarmouth Roads. England, 
with more than five million dollars' 
worth of gold and silver bars and 
coins, bound for the port of Ham- 
burg. That night she was caught m 
a storm and went aground off the 
island of Vlieland. (Now called Ter- 
schelling) Holland, and was com- 
pletely wrecked. Only one 
man 
escaped alive, and he died of ex- 
posure and shock while being taken 
back to England to tell the story 
of the wreck. 
The Lutine and her treasure lie 
there today, where they went down 
on that stormy night, nearly one 
hundred and thirty-one years ago. 
The hulk lies in about one hun- 


dred feet of water, and is covered by 
sand that has drifted over her dur- 
ing the storms that stir these waters 
The amount of sand at present 


covering the wreck is estimated by 
submarine engineers at about 138,000 
cubic yards. 
But the treasure of the Lutine fri- 
gate will be recovered. The ancient 
gold will again see the light of day. 
The cannon that will be brought up 
will be quite obsolete, for men have 
learned to kill one another whole- 
sale since 1799, and the projectiles 
they toss across two or three coun- 
ties nowadays are much bigger'than 
those old brass cannon of the Lutine. 
But the gold men use to buy and sell 
and hoard is the same old gold, and 
just as much in demand now as it 
was when his majesty's frigate 
started out with that handsome 
cargo for Hamburg. 
Modern apparatus for the recovery 


of sunken cargoes far surpasses that 
of the last century, and submarine 
salvage wort is now carried on suc- 
cessfully at considerable depths. 
Simon Lake, American submarine 


inventor and engineer, has long had 
a contract with Lloyd's of London 
for the recovery of the treasure of 
the Lutine. Some years ago Lake 
went ahead with the building of 
»th* apparatus, and was ready to 
' proceed with the actual work of 
bringing up the gold when a war 
broke out in Europe and upset a 
lot of plans. The treasure-recover- 
ing apparatus was stored in a ware- 
house in London, and there it lies 
today. Simon Lake is still paying 
storage on it. He has been too busy 
with other matters to hop over to 
Holland and scoop up that shipload 
of gold and silver. 
The house of Lloyd's carried an 


insurance policy of the treasure tha 
was put aboard the Lutine that fata 
day in 1799. 
, 
The treasure was the property o 
certain London bankers 
They had 
to ship it to Hamburg to balance : 
trade account. The seas were in 
tested with enemies, not to men 
tion pirates, and the bankers wer 
afraid to entrust their valuable 
cargo to a packet boat. The Lutin 
was at anchor, and the bankers wer 
on excellent terms with Admira 
Lord Duncan, in charge of opera 
tions in those waters. The sugges 
tion was made that it was too ba- 
to have His British Majesty's frigat 
lying Idle while there was gold to b 
transported, and Admiral Lord Dun 
can saw the point at once. He dis 
patched the Lutine with orders tc 
deliver the gold wherever the bank 
ers wanted it delivered. Alas for an 
Admiral's orders. The wind was 
strong and the night was wild, and 
the gold went to Davy Jones' locker. 
Lloyd's had a complete invoice Of 
the cargo of the Lutine. including 
the numbers and letters stamped 
v«pon the ends of the gold bars. 


As soon as the report of the loss 


of the frigate was verified. Lloyd's 
sent m special psctet to Hamburg, 
bearing in gold and silver exactly 
the amount of the lost cargo. Then 
the sunken treasure 
became the 


i property of Lloyd's, and so it re- 
I mains to this day.

Lloyd's is 
in no hurry, but it isn't going to 
let that treasure go to waste. 


Documents that are the property 


of the Lloyd's firm indicate that the 
amount of treasure in the wreck 
probably exceeds five million dollars. 
Dutch fishermen, diving off their 


boats recovered about forty thou- 
sand dollars' worth of the treasure 
during the two years fellowing the 
wreck of the Lutine. Government 
agencies in Holland registered every 
item brought up. The inventory in- 
cludes 646 pounds and 23 ounces of 
gold in bars. 1.758 pounds and eight 
ounces of silver in bars. 41.697 Span- 
ish silver pistoles, and many other 
coins. 
For nearly eight years, after the 


close of, the Napoleonic wars, the 
Dutch, government worked on the 
wreck, through the agency of an 
official treasure seeker, who was 
granted money from the royal 
treasury to carry en his work. By 
this time the sand had drifted over 
the wreck, and the government man, 
with a diving bell and other appara- 
tus of the pericS, found very little 
of the treasure.

FIND ANCIENT 


AZTEC PYRAMID 


• BROWNSVILLE. TEXAS April 
25—(I. N. S.)—An ancient Aztec 
pyramid, towering 80 feet high, lo- 
cated in a dense Mexican jungle 
and probably never before seen by i 
a white man. has been discovered ' 
by three Brownsville men. It was 
found near Vera Cruz. Mexico, by 
the party while on a hunt. 


The discoverers are J. G Philen 


C. M. Drayton and F. O. Willy. 


The pyramid is located in a dense 
jungle on top of the mesa of the 
Martinez hacienda, near the town 
of Ixhautlan. and was reached by 
the hunters after a six hour jour- 
ney by horse and foot from their 
hunting bas- 
It is built of basalt rock and is 
located at one end of a rock-paved 
road, stretching eight miles across 
the mesa. This road and the ruins 
of an old church on top of the 
mesa were known to the Mexican 
natives, but they were unaware of 
the pyramid, which is only 200 
yards from the church ruins. 
The hunters easily located the 
church, but ctit their way through 
a dense jungle in finding the pyra- 
mid. 
They report there are hun- 
dreds of burial mounds on the 
mesa, some as high as twenty feet.

lish the trusts 
In holding that the evidence was 


sufficient to establish the allega- 
tions that Noren was mentally in- 
firm when he drew the will in 1927, 
and that the. trust company repre- 
sentatives had exerted undue influ- 
ence, the court reviews testimony 
to the effect that in the later years 
of his life Noren evidenced certain 
fixed delusions and suspicions of 
oersecution.not concerning strangers, 
jut rather those closest to him. 
This resulted in the estrangement 
of his adopted daughter after seven- 
teen years of constant harmony and 
companionship. 
"In addition to all this," the court 
says, "the evidence shows many acts 
from time to time on the part of 
Mr. Noren which would indicate 
marked peculiarities and eccentrici- 
ties to say the least." 
Company Would Profit. 


Concerning the allegations of un- 


due influence, the opinion states: 
"It appears from the evidence that 
this company in the year 1925 was 
advising Mr. Noren with respect to 
his investments; that he sought and 
received advice from the officers of 
the company.... It must be obvious 
to any reasonable man that by the 
terms of the will this company 
when it was named trustee of a 
fund amounting to probably $40,000, 
which it would possess for a long 
term of years if not forever, re- 
ceived something of value to it far 
in excess of any statutory fees 
which would ever be allowed by the 
court. It was the very choicest 
business of the kind it was organ- 
ized to transact, and through the 
handling of which its chief profit 
is derived." 


"It nowhere appears from the evi- 


dence that there was any special 
need for charity in Lancaster county 
as distinguished from other counties. 
Nothing in the record suggests that 
Mr. Noren during his lifetime ever 
had even a passing interest in mat- 
ters of either public or private 
charity." 


Numerous questions of law and 
allegations of error in the trial court 
proceedings are reviewed by the

Reid Refuses To Set 


Aside Proceedings In 


C. P. Hall Case. 


Incompetency of Charles P. Hall 


80-year-old white-haired Nebraskan 
who came to the state when a boy 
of 9 and later homesteaded in Cass 
county, was upheld by Count} 
Judge Reid after a hearing Friday 
morning. Hall was asking that the 
guardianship established over him 
in 1928 be set aside. 


Possessed of an estate estimated 
at nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars, Mr. Hall began action in 
County court to have the guardian- 
ship set aside last fall. The sui 
was against his children and John 
Ledwith. guardian. 


The action was based on claim 
la* he was competent and tha 
the Lancaster county court had 
been without jurisdiction in hear- 
ing the guardianship proceedings 
Mr. Hall claimed he was a resident 
of Cass county. He admitted on 
the stand Friday morning under 
cross-examiuation. however, that he 
had lived in Lincoln since before 
the guardianship action was start- 
ed, and had voted here. 


Judge Reid held that the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction was the only 
one of consequence, after the testi- 
mony. He said that there had been 
no question at the previous hear- 
ing that the man needed a guard- 
ian nor was there any at the pres- 
ent time. 


The only objectlc«i made by Mr. 


Hall to the handling of his prop- 
erty by John Ledwith. since the 
latter's appointment as guardian, 
during the hearing Friday was that 
Ledwith had leased land to one of 
Hall's sons instead to a neighbor. 
Mr. Ledwith explained that In 
leasing Hall's holdings, an attempt 
had been made to get the children 
on the land they would eventually 
acquire. Leasing the land at issue, 
he said, would have been amicably 
settled, if the neighbor concerned 
had not tried to negotiate directly 
with HalL 


A will drawn by Mr. Hall a few 


days after the appointmeht of a 
guardian, was injected into the 
trial.

NEW YORK, (£")—Establishment 


within five years of an air line be- 
tween London and Canada is en- 
visioned by Sir Eric Geddes. chair- 
man of the Imperial Airways, Ltd., 
of London. 
"Judging by the advances -which 


we have niade in 
the last five 
years." he sai'd. "the route is quite 
possible, running by way of Green- 
land and Labrador." 


The extension of England's air 
routes to the empire, he said, has 
been necessary because of the in- 
ability to develop regular aviation 
on the home isles due to their size 
and weather. 


"We have probably the worst fly- 
ing country in the -world." he said, 
"shrouded 
in fog and with short 
sinter davs. Practically speaking, 
also, if you fly two miles in any di- 
rection you are off the uep." 


A link in the empire airways Join- 


ing Australia and London "is not 
more than two years away." he said. 
This •will make a route nearly 17.000 
miles in length through Delhi, In- 
dia, to Sydney.

European 


flying was ascribed '"> the fact that 
there is absolutely no freedom of 
the air. Routes over other lands 
must be fixed by negotiation.

This will mak e a route nearly 17.000 
miles in length through Delhi, In­ 
dia, to Sydney. 
The o4e handicap of European 
flying was ascribed to the fact that 
there is absolutely no freedom of 
the air.
